REMARKS

decreasing a response to an antigen or improving MHC 
presentation of a T cell epitope comprising administering a 
conjugate comprising an HA polymer analogue and a class II MHC 
binding peptide; 

Group HI: Claims 13 and 14, drawn to a composition of matter and pharmaceutical 
composition thereof, comprising an 
HA-MHC-class I-restricted T cell epitope conjugate; 

Group IV: Claims 13 and 14, drawn to a composition of matter and pharmaceutical 
composition thereof, comprising an 
HA-MHC-class H-restricted T cell epitope conjugate; 

Group V: Claims 2, 4-8 and 1 1-12, drawn to a method of modulating, i.e., increasing, 
a response to an antigen or improving MHC 
presentation of a T cell eptiope comprising administering 
a conjugate comprising an HA polymer analogue and a 
class I MHC binding peptide; and 



Group VI: Claims 3, 6-8 and 11-12, drawn to a method of modulating, i.e., increasing,
